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Method of controlling usage of a portable digital device, 
comprising detecting operation of a data recording or 
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Method of controlling transmission of data, wherein 
source-identifying data is broadcasted to a specific 
geographical location, attempted transmission of data 
including the source-identifying data is detected, and 
theattempted transmission is prevented and/or modified.

Method of storing data relating to devices detected as being 
present in a specific geographical location/region and 
transmitting marketing data to the devices.

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Method for capturing security information relating to a 
portable digital device which includes an imaging device,, 
wherein operation of said imaging device is enabled in 
response to an enabling signal from a central station. 
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
